London, Jan. 29.— Tho deoiaion of tho 
Privy Counoil In tho Manitoba sohool ques 
tioa waa dolivorod thia morning. Thoro 
woro prosenb Lord Chonoollor Baron 
Horechell, who presided ; Lords Watson 
and MacNaughtou, Lords of Appeal ; and 
L-.rd Shaod, a member of tho Judicial Com- 
mittee of tho Privy Counoil. Lord Chan 
collor Horeaholl dolivorod tho judgment, 
which comprised 24 printed pagoo. Tho 
documenta bog'in by reciting tho two acta of 
tho legislature of Munitoba passed in 1890 
relating to oduoation and summarize th 
litigation arising from tlieao notB. Continu- 
inf/, the judgment declares that sec'.ion 22 
of the Manitoba not deals with the sain 
subject au aection 9.'i of tho liiitish North 
America act. Tho second aub snction of 
aeution 93, tho decision says, may thoroforo 
be disregarded us it manifestly applies only 
to Ontario and Quebec. It ib aectiou 22 of 
tho Manitoba act which haa to be oonstrued 
in tl o present case-. 

Their lordshipsdonot think that theaecond 
and third sub-sections thereof aro intended 
to cntorco tho prohibition contained in tho 
iiret aeotion. Hearing in mind tho conditions 
of 1870, it doos not appeur an extravagant 
notion that in croating a legislat uro for tho 
province, with limited powers, it ahould 
have been thought expedient in oaso either 
the Catholics or Protestants beeamo pre- 
dominant to give the Dominion parliament 
powar to legislate upon matters of oduoation 
in order to protoct the Protestant or Catholio 
minority. Undor tho r ota of 1890 Catholic 
schools cannot rocoivo Btate aid, but 
muat depond for Bupport entirely upon 
the oontributiona of the Catholics, 
while the taxes from the collection 
of which atato aid ia granted to tho aehoola 
ns provided by the BtatuteB, fall upon the 
Catholica and Protootanta alike Moreover, 
while the Catholic inhabitants romain liable 
to local aaaeasmont for tho maintenance of 
schools, tho proceeds of that aaaeaamenb ie 
no longer destined to support Catholio 
schools. In view of thia condition it is im 
possible to say that tho riglr.a and privileges 
of the Catholic minority and their relation 
to the ei: nation which existed prior to 1890 
have not boon affected. It ia true that the 
roligi. us exorciB^B provided for public 
schools are not distinctively Proleatant, for 
they aro nou-Btctarian, but this ia not to tho 
purpose. 

Aa a matter of fact tho objection of the 
Catholica to the aohoola which alone aro re- 
coifing Btato aid under the acts of 1890 is 
oonsoiontiouB and deeply rooted. Thero 
wero acute differences of opinion between 
Catholics and ProteBtants on tho educa- 
tional queation prior to 1870. Thero ia no 
doubt aa to what the points of difference 
wero, and ib Ib in the light of these that aec- 
tion 223 of tho Manitoba aot of 1870, which 
waa the basis of the parliamentary compact, 
muat bo road. Their lordships further de- 
cide that tho Governor-General in Counoil 
haa ths power to make tho declarations 
or romodial orders aakod for, but tho par- 
ticular course to bo pur8ued must be 
determined by tho authorities to which 
tho matter haa boen committed by 
statute. Ib ia not for this tribunal to Inti- 
mate, their lordahips continue, tho preciao 
stops to bo taken ; but their general charac- 
ter ia aullieiently defined by tho third sub- 
section of aoctiou 22.') of tho Manitoba aot. 
UoubtloBB the system of education embodied 
in tho acta of 1890 commends itaolf to a 
great niujority of tho inhabitants of tho 
province ; but all legitimate ground of com- 
plaint would be removed if that ayatom were 
supplemented by provieions romoving tho 
grievance upon which thia appoal was 
founded. 

Their lordships therefore advise Her Ma- 
jesty that the questions submitted should bo 
answered in tho manner indicated by tho 
foregoing vioiva. 

Ottawa, Jan. 29 —Tho deciaion in the 
Manitoba eehool caao was fully expected, 
and therefore created no surpriae. Evcry- 
budy ia asking what tho outcome will be. 
During tho argutnont of Iho oaso before tho 
judicial committoo many obaervationa were 
made by members of tho court. Tho sten- 
ographic report of tho argument ia now 
being printed in England, and no satisfac- 
tory conclusion aa to tho effect of to day's 
judgment in all its bearings can bo reached 
until tho complete text of tho decieion and 
tho report of tho argument has beon ro- 
ooived. According to tho opinion of aomo 
of the judges of tho Supremo Court of Can- 
ada it is within tho power of tho 
D.iminion parliament to re-enaob the 
provisions of tho Manitoba act rolutir.g 
to sopurato schoola which waa re- 
pealed by tho Groenway act of 1890 
In auch ovonb tho latter statute would fall. 
Thero might then follow a atrugglo in tho 
courts for the enforcement of iho provi- 
sions of lhab aot, and if tho Manitoba gov- 
ernmonb maintained ita throatonod oppo- 
aitlon to all legislation emanating from the 
federal parliament chaos in oducational 
matters in Manitoba muat follow. Ano'hor 
suggestion for tho sottlemtnt of this ques- 
tion relates to tho disposition of tho pro- 
ocodfl of tho aalcs of fchool lands in Mani- 
toba, ovor which tho federal parliament has 
undoubted oontrol. That ia to say, by 
legislation it might bo arranged that a fair 
portion of thoae funds bhould bo rotainod in 
aid of separate schools. It haa alao boon 
suggested that legislation might bo enacted 
by tho federal parllamonb exempting tho 
Roman Catholica from tho provisions of 
tho Manitoba aohool aot of 1890 and em- 
powering them to ccnBtituto a aoparato 
sohool Byatom, with powers of assessment 
for tha f purpose. 

WINNIPEG, Jan. 29. — (Special) — Tho news 
of tho result of tho appeal in tho Manitoba 
school caao roaohod hero oarly in tho day 
and ia tho general topio of diaoussion to- 
night. 

" I rogret vory much," said Hon. Joseph 
Martin, " thnb tho Privy Counoil has do- 
oidod in favor of tho right to appoal in con- 
nection with educational mat tors. I think 
ib moat unfortunate that the question of edu- 
cation in this province, whioh is a purely 
local matter and Bhould bo sottled by the 
pooplo of bho provinoo thomBolves, should 
by this deciaion bo thrown into tho hands of 
tho Dominion cabinet. I must say, how- 



ever, that I admire tho persistency and 
pluck with which tho Roman Catholias have 
fought out thia quoBtion. Manitoba will, of 
oourse, reeonb any interference with her 
laws respecting education. Ib soema very 
likely thab the official announcement of this 
dooislon will have the immediate effect of 
prooipitating the general eleotion. I am 
tatioGod that the government have decided 
upon an election before a session, and will 
be very muoh aurpriaed indeed if the writs 
are not issued within a week or two." 

" The attitude of the government," said 
Provincial Seoretary Camoron, " Ib per- 
fectly known and will nob bo modified. Any 
interference on the part of tho Dominion 
government will bo reaiated to the utmoat 
within conatitutional limits. The deciaion 
ia to bo regretted baoauae it ro-opons a ques- 
tion which it was generally supposed was 
finally aattlod. In any event the decision Is 
nothing moro than a hollow victory for tho 
appellants." 

Archbishop olocb Langevin aaid : " Wo 
CatholioB will continue to demand tho 
dresii of our griovanceB until redress bo 
given. On February 15 a potition will bi 
aid bofore tho Governor-Goneral in Couucil 
That potition will bo signed byevory Catho 
lie of tho Dominion. This question ia nc 
longer confined to Manitoba. It ia now of 
interest to tho Catholica of the entire Do 
minion, and regardless of party we Citho 
lica will be a unit. The hierarchy of Cina 
da ia one on the point. To day the school 
question is moro alivo than ovor. Wo feel 
that cur rights will be restored."

Last night's meeting of the Board of 
Sohool Trustees was tho most protracted, as 
well as tho most interesting, in months. It 
was tho firat mooting of tho board since the 
ro-oleotion of Truoteea Hayward, Saundors 
and Lovell. and before proceeding to attaok 
bhe buBinoaB of tho evening tho appointment 
of Mr. Hayward as chairmun waB in ordor ; 
tho choico wag unanimous and waB made 
upon tho motion of Trustees Marohant and 
Glover, oach of whom paid a high compli- 
ment to tho chairman for impartial and 
capable discharge of tho dutieB of presiding 
officer in tho paat. Tho chief buoinosa of 
tho evening came oarly in tho prooeedingB, 
and waa in connection with tho serious 
charge against First Assistant Muster Heath 
of tho High Bchool — that he had iu the 
coureo of tho history lesson held up to ridl- 
culo tho Roman Catholio religion. 

Tho Bubjoob was introduced in tho pro- 
eentation to tho board of a number of docu- 
ments, tho moBC important of whioh are 
appended, Tho firat communication, whioh 
partakes of the form of a covering lottor, 
boara the uiguature o[ Principal E, B, Paul, 
and read aa follows : 

" I havo tho honor to report that a com- 
plaint was brought to mo on tho 17th inatanb 
to tho effeab that on the previous day Mr. 
Heath had whon looturing on Hoglish his- 
tory mudo ubo of impropor expressions in 
explaining the doctrine of transubatantia- 
tioa. Aa the oharge was one of muoh grav- 
ity I called on my informant for a written 
statement of his complaint againBb Mr. 
Heath, I then pointed out to the latter 
gentleman verbally that auch oxproaaionB as 
were attributed to him wero contrary to the 
rulea and regulations. No written com- 
plaint having reached me on Friday, the 
iHth instant, I on thab day addroased Mr. 
Heath a letter, of which I enclose oopy, in 
whioh I quote tho words allogod to have 
been ueed by him, give my opinion tf 
their proprioty, and call on him 
for a report of hia actual worda 
the occasion in question, To this 
letter Mr. Heath replied on the 22nd inat., 
in terms of the enclosed letter, in whioh you 
will perceive ho defenda the usoof the ex- 
presBions and illustrations complained of, 
arguing that hia object was to contrast tho 
difference in public opinion in the timo of 
Charles II and tho publio opinion of tho 
present day. On the 21st, the day bafore 
Mr. Hoath's letter was received by me, I 
was called on by the Council of Public In- 
struction for a report of this matter, and on 
the morning of the 22nd I een^ the roporb 
required together with oopiea of my corres- 
pondence with Mr. Heath, all of whioh I 
havo the honor to forward for the informa- 
tion of the hoard. Next day, the 23rd, Dr. 
Pope, secretary of tho Counoil of Publio 
IuBtruotion, held an investigation in tho 
High school, at which I waB present. In 
tho course of that investigation Mr. Heath 
and seveu pupils of hia diviaion were exam- 
ined, and I have now tho honor to CDolosa 
copy of the shorthand notes taken by Mr. 
Pope, Bon of the Secretary of Publio Instruc- 
tion, who aoted aB atenographer on 
thia occasion. As thia affair is 
ono that olosoly concerns tho High 
Bchool, and as the Council of Publio In- 
struction are investigating tho charges 
againat Mr. Heath, I consider it my duty to 
bring ib to the notice of the board of sohool 
trustees, and to respectfully request their 
instructions and advice." 

Tho lottor above referred to, addroaBed to 
Mr. Heath by Principal Paul, waa to tho 
following effect : 

" It haa been reported to mo that on Wed- 
nesday last when looturing on English his- 
tory, you made ubo of tho following words : 
' W hen I waa in Paris I purchased for a 
BmallBum from a priest a ticket which ad- 
mitted mo to communion. I recoivod a 
piece of broad which I put in my pocket. 
That was supposed to bo tho actual body of 
Christ. Christ must have had a vory largo 
body to provide so much matorial for com- 
munion.' I need not point out lo you that 
these words (or words having the same of- 
foot) are extremely improper. Thoy aro 
againat tho Bpirit of articlo 10 of tho rulea 
and regulationa ; they aro in very bad taato, 
and furthermore they aro blaBphemous. I 
am unwilling to bolievo, however, that you 
ueod tho worda imputed to you, and I ac- 
cordingly beg of you to furnieh mo at an 
oarly date with a roporb of what you aotu- 
ally aaid, and I assure you that ahould it 
turn out that you havo been falsely re- 
ported, I Bhall, in my capaoity aa prin- 
cipal of tho High school, boo that you aro 
righted in this matter." 

To this communication Mr. Neil Heath 
replied : 

" In reply to yours of tho 18th, in whioh 
you aay that it hoB boen reported to you 
that I made use of certain words, whioh you 
quote. Allow mo to Bay that neither 
' these words nor words having tho same 
effoot ' woro ever used by mo. In our his- 
tory lesBon wo had reached tho Teat aot, 
and, of oourae, it waa ueoeasary to clearly 
understand what was meant by transub- 
Btantiation. I oxplainod ib to tho beat of 
my ability, but to make the matter aB cloar 
as poBBiblo I venturod to toll thom vory 
britfly of my little oxperionao in Paria. 
I became poaaeaaor of a wafor, which 
I placod In my pocket, To mo 
ib was broad only ; to |thoso partaking of 
tho communion it waB more — ib waa part ol 
tho actual body of Chriat. In tolling thia 
story my object wrb to omphaaizo tho vast 
diffuronco botweon publio opinion thon and 
now, and on tho Bpur of tho momont I em- 
braced whab I thought to bo an excellonb 
opportunity of driving that difl'oronco homo 
to oach of my pupila. I supposed a romark 
to havo beon mado about the magnitudo of 
the person of Chriat calculated to satisfy 
tho requirements of all communicants, and 
compared tho manner in whioh suoh a ro- 
mark would havo beon roooived thon and 
would bo received now. In tho days of 
Charleo II publio opinion was in favor of 
anything that could bo aonBtrued aa hostile 
to tho Roman Catholio religion, and Buuh a 
remark would havo received gratoful recogni- 
tion. But now publio opinion wbb so 
ohangod that nobody In hiB bodbos would 
aver dream ot doing so. In this, as la

Important Papers Bead and Interest- 
ing 1 Discussions— Fruit Pests— 
Hints to Horticulturists. 



[The fruit growers of the provinco met 
yeatorday in the Board of Trade rooma in 
annual convention, thero being a good 
attendance of persona interoated in thia moat 
important provincial industry. Among 
those preaenb were : A. H. B. Maogowan, 
of Vancouver ; W. C. Moggridge, of Hall s 
Prairie ; Honry Kipp, of Chiliiwauk ; 
Thomas G. Cunningham, of New West- 
minster; Col. E. G. Prior, M.P.; Thomas 
Kidd, M.P.P. ; D. Graham, M.P.P. ; J. P. 
Booth, M.P.P.; Thomas G. Earl, Lytton ; 
E. A. Wells and H. E. Webb, of Chilli- 
wsok; E. Mills, R. M. Palmer, J. R. 
Anderaon, Dr. I. W. Powell, C. E. Ronouf, 
Major Mutter, M.P.P,; J. Hadwen, of Dun- 
oan ; Andrew Ohlsen, Major Nloholles, W. 
H. Price, J. D. Bryant, S. M. Okdll, L. E. 
Erb, G. M. Henry, T. Corfield, of Somonos; 
Mr. Todd, of Cedar Hill ; A. Johnson, 
Rev. Mr. Bryan's Saanioh ; F. L. Sere, 
J. W. Winnetb, E. Baynoa Reed, M Biker, 
— Savory, J. Skinner, J. YV. Sayward, G. 
Sidey.W. Patching, J. Partridge, — Layritz,

of ladieB. Uj-ou three tablea wore displayed 
a variety of fruits, the moBt attraotivo being 
that! holding Mr. T. G. Earlo's exhibit of 
apples from Lytton. Iu size and boauty ol 
coloring these surpassed the display from 
Saturna island belonging to Mr. Fallawator, 
and showed clearly the efJeots of tho differ- 
ent climates oa their maturity. Other clia 
plays in the room were alao a Boureo of much 
interest, one waa an exhibit arranged by the 
committee on tuberculosis ; another of pot- 
ted plants, and atill another by tho O'Kell 
& Morria Fruit Preserving Comany. In 
the abaence of President Kirklandand Vice 
ProBidont Knight, Seond Vico-Proaidont 
Andorson called the meeting to order at 10 
a.m., a work which he said he had not ox 
pected to porform, and consequently felt 
little propared for. After expressing regret 
at the Blim representation of Mainland fruit 
growers and his inability to go into an ex- 
tended report, he submitted a lntter from 
George I. Sargeant, secretary of the Oregon 
State Board of Horticulture, in 
relation to the meeting of the Northwost 
Fruit Growers' Association. Another lotter 
which he read waa from Prof. J. Fletohor, 
entomologist and botanist of the Dominion 
Department of Agriculture. The Profeaaor 
hopes to viait British Columbia duriDg tho 
coming summer. Prof. Saunders having pro- 
mised to reoommend such a visit. His ob- 
ject would be to make observations in re- 
gard to injuries caused by insects and to 
give all possible information to farmora and 
fruit growera. He would alao make aa large 
a collection as possible of insects, botanical 
specimens, seeds and roots. He was anxi- 
ous that his visit should bo useful to the 
farmers and fruit growers and if members 
would take notes or write to him concern 
ing injurious insects ho should bo much 
pleased to make a Bpecial'study of them ; to 
give help whenever required about remedies 
and their application. 

The Chairman read a letter from J. Craig, 
horticulturist of Otta va, encloaing particu- 
lars of a number of observations made by 
him.

An auditing committee waa next ap- 
pointed, to which the annual report was 
submitted. 

G. W. Honry, of Hatzio, then made the 
following report on exhibitions : 

I was called upon by tho association last 
autumn to visit the following exhibitions 
for the purpose of naming tho differont 
varieties of fruit and also to aot in the 
oapacity of judge thereon : Langley Prairlo, 
October 3 ; Mission City, Octobor 4 ; Sur- 
rey, October 5 ; Westminster, October 9 to 
12; Chilllwack, October 17. 

The work of assisting at exhibitions aa 
taken up by thia aeaoaiation haa porhapB re- 
aulted in more direct bonefit to tho farmora 
and fruit growera generally in tho provinee 
than any other branoh of its operations. It 
has benn our emleavor to have one or moro 
of our baBt informed members iu attendance 
at all tho different shown each year, and tho 
information imparted to the farmora there 
Beems to huvo boon moro effectual than at 
any other timo. Thia season especially 
have I found tho beneficial results very 
marked. • 

Thero is no time of tho year when moro 
attontion will be given to fruit matters than 
just at the time when fruit is being handled, 
and especially at exhibitions, whon tho dif- 
ferent exhibitors aro all anxious to excel 
oaoh other und huvo thoir display not only 
tho fines', in appearance but made up of che 
best variotios correctly named. To show 
tho improvement there iu in tho farmers in 
regard to naming thoir fruit and entering it 
corrootly, I think I may safely say whore I 
found this year not ono variety in ton but 
what wero oorroctly namad four or fivo yours 
ago I did not find ono in ton that was numod 
corrootly. 

Whon a porson brings a plato of vory fino 
applea or other fruit to tho oxhibition, and 
instoad of seeing the oxpootod red tlckot put 
thoreou finds a card stating tha fruit has 
boon ruled out for being wrongly entorod, 
such porson marking vory oloBoly the name 
which was put on tho cards tho next year, 
finds this fruit ontored correctly. Thorn 
was some dissatisfaction expressed at thia 
oouroo at firat, but wo found it tho only ef- 
fectual way of gotting tho growora to re- 
member tho names ; as loDg as tho prizes 
wero givon to fruits entered wrongly, so 
long wus thoro no improvement) in the 
naming. 

Anothor improvement is noticeable in tho 
bottor claaa of fruits wo find on the ahow 
tablea. It UBed to bo only tho groat largo 
applos, regardless of quality or varioty, that 
found thoir way to tho exhibitions. Gloria 
Mundi was king of tho show. Now, tho 
classification as mado out by tho association 
oalls forth the moBt vuluablo variotios, and 
as the priz38 aro granted thoso fruits which 
aro nearest porfoot of their kind, instead of 
overgrown BpoolmonB, a muoh moro dosir- 
ablo exhibit is prosonted. 

I am glad to Bay nearly nil tho exhibitors 



of fruib seemed pleased to find such an at 
tencUnt at the exhibitions and took advan< 
t age of the opportunity to become posted 
in tho different varieties and other matters 
affeotlng fruit culture. Though Bomotimes, 
whon two or three aro oalling at one in dif- 
ferent direotlons at once, it is a little oon< 
fusing, still wo have tried to give all the aa 
sistunos in our power. I think I never 
spent two busier ffayB than at Westminster 
fair kit fail, but the pleasing sight of thoso 
many tables ladon down with tho finest 
apples evor produced in any country waB 
oaongh to make the moat arduoua task a 
p1»ft«*nb one. 

The report was by » unanimous vote 
adopted and filed. 

Mr. Heury, on [behalf of the Bpraying 
committee, said that his experiments not 
having been full or extended ho was not 
ablo to make a report, but nould next year 
take up the subject at greater length. 

SPRAYING FRUIT TREES. 

Mr. H. Kipp, member of the experi 
mental committee, presented the following 
papor : 

I have been asked to give my exporlonoo 
in spraying, I must go back three years to 
begin with. I took a trip to Fresno Co., 
California, in February, 1892, to visit an old 
friend, and also on other business, and 
while thoro he received a notico to spray his 
frnlt trees and vines. The notice waa siml 
lar to the ono now used in British Columbia 
bat the spray was packed up with printed 
directions on tho back, so every man could 
mix hia own if he preferred. I asked my 
friend for tho formula and brought it home. 
I procured tho lime, sulphur and salt, and 
sprayed just aa tbo blossom waa falling. In 
a few days my trees had a spotted appear- 
ance ; the mixture waa too Btrong and had 
injured both tho fruit und foliage. Bub the 
insectB soemed to thrive as well aa over. 
That ended my firat year's experience, with 
a small pump moro fitted for ahruba and 
plants than anything else. 

Theaocond your I began again. I ordored 
a larger pump from S. Cawley, but it got 
lost in shipment and did not put in an up- 
pearanoo until February 1894, bo that I wua 
loft with n>y old equirt-gun again, had 
not my neighbor, J. C. Henderson, purohas 
ed a Knapsack pump, which I borrowed 
from him. Ho told mo ho waa going to uso 
IXL, mado and sold byNioholloa & Renouf. 
I sent to Viotoria and gob *a eupply too. 
This year I would try it later, uttor tho 
fruit had formed; uud sprayed ten and fif 
teen days apart. This mixturo I also found 
too atroDg, ub it turned tho loaves brown 
and loft tho fruit, especially apples, as spot 
ted as over. I destroyed several treoa alto 
gc ther, dug them out and burned them ; but 
very fow applea woro clean except the Goldon 
Russet, so that tho Becond year pasBed with 
very little gained, oxoept experience, bought 
with a short orop of apples. 

When 1894 dawned on ua again my pump 
was unearthed somewhoro in Now West- 
minster, and was forwarded to Chilllwaok. 
This year I determined to ohange my spray. 
The mixture I began to use waa four pounds 
vitriol, four pounds sulphur, fifty gallons 
water, and began on April 11. I had just 
gob nicely started when a young man from 
Napa valley came along, and being of a 
communioativo turn of mind he told me I 
had not enough sulphate of copper, and 
kindly helpod me to mix and apply tho 
spray as they did in the Napa valley, viz., 
four pounds lime, ten of blue stone and fifty 
gallons water. I used the spray at this 
strength three timeB. When my early ap- 
ples were ripe I found that about a quarter 
of them wero not fit for the market, tho 
spray having possibly failed to strike them. 
The reiS wore lovely bright applea, and 
found ready sale at §1 per box. The later 
fruit I fouud waB somewhat discolored but 
of a russet hue. There wore no black spots 
on them as before, oxcopt those missed by 
the spray, and the foliage waa uninjured. 
I am pleased with my work of 1S94. 

I am troublod with woolly aphia and saw 
coal oil rocommendod to be put on with a 
swab. I used it persistently for weeks. 
Every few days I applied it, but with no 
success, Then I sprayed with tobacco, in 
tho proportion of soventoen pounds to forty 
gallons of water. This I did on AuguBt 20 
and again on tho 22od of that month. I 
have looked for tho aphiB, but find none ot 
present. I shall report Inter on as to this 
spray, as I intend to watoh those trees 
closely this summer. I would recommend 
all who have trees to keep the soil loose by 
cultivation, to have the grusa and weeds cut 
away from tho trees, and to spray as direct- 
ed by law. This being dono, in tho near 
futuro the fruit growers of British Columbia 
will have suffioient fruita to Bupply our 
growing markets here and thus retain tho 
thouBimdB of dollars now going out of the 
province for fruit. 

Mr. Ohlson whilo observing that it was 
hardly timo to report ou the exporimonta 
mado, rocommendod tho uso as a spray of 
whalo oil, soap and lye. 

Mr. Todd, Cedar Hill, spoke of tho good 
effect of the Bourdoaux mixturo on poars 
affectod with fungus, showing samples 
which had been treated. 

Mr. Palmer said that inasmuch as British 
Columbia poars wero moro troubled with 
fungus than insects ho was highly ploasod 
to hear this remedy. 

In reply to Major Muttor, 

Mr. Palmer said that tho old bark could 
bo scrapod off with aafoty, an opinion in 
which Mr. Renouf concurred. 

Mr. VVolla aaid thut a good strong ac 
tion of lyo appliod with a broom whon tho 
buda were in a dormant condition took tho 
bark and moaB off and made scraping un- 
necessary. 

Mr. Renouf know of trees which hud been 
rendered free of poata by spraying with a 
Bolution of bichlorido of mercury in tho 
proportion of ono to a thouBund. 

Mr. Layri;;-. said his experience in con 
nootion with the official formulas in British 
Columbia had boon that tho sprays woro not 
strong enough. 

Mr. Cunninghum agreed with Mr. Wells 
that it waa unneoestury to go to tho extrem- 
ity of Bcraping tho bark, and advisod epociul 
care not to injured thu buda. 

Mr. Soro applied tho Bpray with a pump 
instead of a broom when tho bude wero 
dormant. 

Mr. Palmor thought bi-ohlorido of mor- 
cury was dangorous, but tho effeot of spray 
on the bark dopended ugroatdoal on tho con- 
dition of tho bark. He read tho report on the 
results of Bpraying as conductod by Mr. 
Craig In Ontario, and gave figures demons- 
trating tho Buper excellence of spruyod fruit 
when oiforod on the markob. 

Mr. Kipp obsorvod thut unloBB insect 
peats woro got rid of fruib growers would 
havo to go out of tho buainoBa. Ho present- 
ed a acrioa of formuluB for tho doBtruction of 
tho twig boror, tho woolly aphis, groon 
aphis, San Joso soalo and codlin moth. 

Mr. Cunninghum thought tho rooipos 
should bo formally toBtod by tho board of 
horticulture, 

Tho Chairman did nob think that thoro 
wua a siDglo ojbo of codlin moth in British 
Columbia, 

Mr. Baker said that not a single ciso ox- 
iBtod hero, although thousands of boxoa of 
apples alfocted by it had been brought in. 
He advisod tho ubo of limo, and added that 
few British Columbia fruib groworB know 
how to paok fruit. Ho promised to join tho 
society, uud to givo any information no oould 
to groworB.

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B. C. FRUIT GROWERS. 

, Continued frompage Tiro. 

Tho Seorotary read the following letter : 
Hazklmkhk. B.C.. 

Junuary 21, 1895. 
A. H T. McGowan, Esq., Secretary Fruit 
Growers' Association, Vancouver, B.C. 

Deak Sin:— I vory much rogrot tho fact that 
I cannot posaibly attend tho annual mooting at 
Victoria, inuoti as I should liko to bo with you . 

In ro •» roport on aprayiug, I am sorry to say 
through boing away Irom nomo so much last 
Bpring and summer In my capacity of collector 
of voters and loturning officer for tho Delta 
riding, I could not dovoto that attontlon 
to tho subjoct that its Importance do- 
mandod. However, I carofully sw,ibbod 
tho treos (apple) in tho wintor, and largo 
numbers I Bprayed onoo or twico aftor the 
spring growtn commonced, but as tho expori- 
monts could not bo carried on (for reasons 
given above) all tho fruit was moro or loss 
damagod by funguB growths, oxcopt thoso 
varlolioB noted, l'hoso appeared to outgrow 
tho ovil efi'octs of tho fungus spots. Vaiiutioa 
of npples Liiat did not Bpot : Woaltliy, King of 
'J ompkins^ Couuty, Knglish rusaota, Gravon- 
stein, 'l'hojo that woro vory hud were Haas, 
Bon Davis, Western Beauty. I obaorvo that a 
great many of tho orohards around will boou 
becomo uselosa unless tho trooa are thoroughly 
attended to Anothor thing that I think re- 
quires tho attention of tho association, and that 
is tho oxpodioncy of olthor restricting or dis- 
allowing tho importation of Amoiioan fruit 
trocs at this point, unless proporly inBpocted 
and disinfected. The people, bixauBO tlicy can 
obtain tho Amorican trooa bo much cheaper 
than on this side, do notconaidor the quality, 
honco a great many treoB nro brought In with- 
out a thought as to tho future results. 

Trusting you will h«vo both a profitable and 
enjoyable meeting, I am. air, roBpoci fully 
yours, Henry T. Thrift, 

Mr. Cunningham spoke of tho great num- 
ber of oherrioa which could be successfully 
grown liore. Thoro were, it was true, vari- 
eties which would not boar hero, and in 
buying trees west of tho Rocky mountains 
fruit growors should avoid tho black knot 
Tho truit was a good oue, and profitable 
too. The best varieties wero Royal Anno, 
Black Tartarian, Yellow Spanish and Black 
Republican. Ho would adviBo planting in 
dry land, as cherry trees did well where 
otherB would not. To avoid gumming tho 
protruding gum should bo cut and tho tree 
wrapped. 

Iu the discussion which followed a mem- 
ber referring to tho unfruitfulnessof likely- 
looking treeB, said that probably they 
would bo rondered fertile were bees placed 
under thorn or in their neighborhood. 

Mr. Henry said that tho cherry ought to 
bo grown profitably. Tho Windsor was a 
good variety and a good shipper, as was the 
Royal Anno. Gumming was frequently at- 
tributable to frost. They could hardly 
grow a cherry tree too low on the Main- 
land, but the moisture on the Island devel- 
oped fungus disease. 

Mr. Cunningham Bald ho had not sent for 
the Windsor on acoount of tho black knot. 
The Royal Anne and Black Republican 
shipped very well and he had successfully 
sent them to Nova Scotia. 

Mr. Layritz objected to too olose pruning 
and favored the cultivation of the land on 
which cherries were grown. 

Mr. Ohlson took a similar view. 

The convention adjourned for lunoh. 

At 2 o'olock a meeting of the membars for 
the election of the new board of directors 
was held, A majority of the members of 
the old board were re-oleoted for tho ensuing 
year. The new board is as follows :

The business of tho convention proper 
having boon resumed : 

HINTS II V A KliUIT PRESERVER. 

Mr. W. H. Price read tho following paper 
entitled " Hinto to Fruib Growers by a 
Fruit Preserver " : 

Mr. Andoreon, when ho requosted mo to 
read a paper, chose for mo tho aubjsot of 
" Fruit Preserving," but I thought that my 
impressions and observations of tho fruit 
preserving trado and tho difference in tho 
quility and variety of fruits would bo more 
to our advantage. So, whilst touching on 
tho fruit preserving trade, I have chosen for 
my subject "Hints to Fruit Growers by a 
Fruit Preaorver." Fruit preserving has 
Crown to be quito a science, for to day a 
fruit preserver must have, besides other 
accomplishments, a thorough knowledge of 
sugar boiling and also know what acids 
(citric or malic) are in the fruits to bo pro- 
served or canned, and though porfeotion oun 
nover bo attained, a high uegreo of excel- 
loncy may be reached and hotter roaults got 
by oIobo attontion to tho naturo and condi- 
tion of tho fruitB and sugar UBod. Tho acids 
in fruitB have a peculiar action on the 
sugar, and unloBB tho fruita hiivo that acid 
iu thero ia ovory probability of tho preserves 
granulating or graining. Experience teachoo 
tho fruib preservor that his greatest care 
must bo in the solontion of his sugar, ond if 
tho fruit has not tho required amount of 
acid to doBtroy tho grain of tho sugar arti- 
ficial moans must bo used to uid tho fruit In 
its work. The fruits used in preserving and 
cunning aro a part of my subject. As far 
as British Columbia fruits aro concerted, I 
shall bo unablo to givo tho namoa of all tho 
varieties with any degree of authority. As 
fruits havo been sont in I have mado in- 
quiries as to thoir namea, though, Btronge to 
Buy, if anyone wore asked the numo of any 
fruit which did not soem first-oluso thoy 
know nothing. 

Ab to gooseberries, I am ufraid to speak. 
Wo had them from dllleront parts of this 
province, and only in ono instance could I 
Boy thoy wero satisfactory, being small and 
dwarfish. They wero, I think, tho oostliost 
fruit to mako into preserves, and tho only 
satisfactory fruit of thia kind came, I bu- 
liovo, from Ladnor'a Landing. Tho variotioa 
which aro tho moat popular in tho Old 
Country aro Whitesmiths, Warringtona and 
Ashton Rods. The two first are of the 
green family. Tho other varioty ia, as its 
namo donotos, a red berry. Of other kinds, 
Lancashire Lads and Brown Bobs aro a fine 
looking berry, bub they turn a brownish 
oolor, whioh is thoir groatesb fault. 

Somo of the strawberries I preserved and 
canned last season wero splondid cookors. 



Their fUvor is not so pronounced bb those 
I have used in the Old Country, yet they 
had a strong golatinonB body. The finest 1 
had were some grown on the outakirta of 
Viotoria. Strawberries for preserving 
should always bo pickod before thoy become 
ripe, and in fact all fruits should bo picked 
before tney roach tho stage in which hand- 
In g and oarrying affdet them. Whito- 
hoarta and Double Giants are tho two moBb 
popular preserving variotioa used by Eng 
liih preservers. 

I believe that tho black currants grown in 
thiB Provinoe aro the fincBt I havo everfound. 
I have Been the bost known varieties in tho 
Mother Country, but I have nover oomo 
acrotB any to beat tho black ourrants of 
British Columbia. They were large, fall 
flavored and of a strong gelatinous body 
and a first olaaa fruit for preserving. 

What I havo said about your blaok our- 
rants I can repeat of your raspberries. They 
aro of good color, full flavored and havo a 
strong body, being a splendid fruit and 
admirably suited for preserving and canning. 
I made inquiries and found that those which 
reoommendod themselves most to me wero 
called the Cuthbert. In Groat Britain the 
favorite is the Carter raspberry, a fine 
scarlet. 

Tho red curtaats aro generally speaking 
very small and very expensive pioking, bub 
thoy carry an exquisite flavor. Some I 
bottled thut came from Ladnor'a Landing 
wore of fair siza. 

Plums, in fttot all tho fruita I havo soon 
carrying Btones, are of a much larger kind 
than thoBe I havo seen in England. Thoy 
»ro cxeollonl for preserving and canning. I 
am sorry I was unable to obtain tho names 
of tho different varieties. 

Tho U.unaona have tot the flavor that the 
Worcester, Shropshire or Choshiro lUmsona 
carry. In fuel I havo disputed tho fact of 
thoir being D-imsono at all for thoy seem to 
bo a sort of Dumaaieno plum. 

I am afraid that anything I may say about 
apples may not bo of much Borvico to you 
I havo had some tona of apples and I should 
think a Booro of varieties, but I havo not had 
tho opportunity of getting acquainted with 
their various names. To the fruib pre- 
server it is not of much conaequonco whether 
it be of perfeot Bhapo ; ruddy cheok or 
spotted A sour apple, ono with a gelatinous 
rather than of a saccharine naturo, ia tho one 
that finds favor with tho fruit preaorver. 
Tho moat popular proaorving and profit- 
able apples aro tho Wellingtons, Korwioka, 
Goffa and Siberian crabs, thoy being bost. 
For preserving and jollying purposes I 
have had apples this year in British Colum- 
bia of which I had not the namo, hut which 
equalled anything I have ever used. 
.This yoar I came acrosB many fruita 
of whioh I should liko to have known the 
name, and I wish to mako a suggestion to 
tho fruit growers. I would like you, in 
oaeo of fruit being picked, no mattor what 
kind, to contrive to send tho name with it. 
It might bo of some benefit for the grower 
to mako known the name of the fruits which 
aro moBt useful for canning and preserving, 
and at tho same time it would help tho pre 
sorvor. However nature may favor the fruit 
growers of British Columbia, thoy may in- 
quire the help and assistance of the fruit 
canners, for it ia a means of working off the 
surplus product. Canning and preserving 
is a means of sending the fruits of this pro- 
vince to parts of tho world whioh never 
know them before. British Columbia, I be- 
lieve, is so favored that she will becomo ono 
of the finest fruit gardens of the world. The 
fruits put up by the Okell & Morris Fruit 
Preserving Company obtained tho gold 
modal as the British and Colonial Exhibi- 
tion, held in Manchester, England, and 
they also had many inquiries through their 
exhibit at tho International Exhibition hold 
in London, England, last September. 

I have one thing to ask you to beware of. 
I am quito aw*ro of the ravage! that the 
pest has mado on truit this last year and the 
cost of it to tho fruit growers ; but there is 
something quite as bad, and when you have, 
rid yourselves of that you will have another. 
I mean tho unscrupulous manufacturers, who 
are committing the foulest libel on the 
name of British Columbia's fruit. I am 
moved to speak like this on account of the 
many times I am met with the question of 
how it is there are so many imported pro- 
aorves ? Gentlemen, when the reliable ex- 
port firms soil you the artlole you ask for 
you can rely on it being proporly manufac- 
tured. Tho utmost cleanliness is observed 
and tho packages have all that la required 
to make them what they should be. Here, 
unfortunately, we have somo who for their 
own personal gain send out goods whioh aro 
not what thoy are labelled. If a custotnor or 
porBon wants a oertain class of jam, he or 
she should have it. 

Preserves, if made right, should be of al- 
most equal parts of tho fruit named and 
sugar. For instance, if for raspberry pro- 
aorves, 100 pounds of fruit should be ao- 
companied by 100 pounds of augar, and I 
can conceive nothing worse to happen to the 
fruits of the province than that thoy should 
got into tho hands of men who turn out 
mixtures called preaervos which only con- 
t»in 40 per ci nt of tho fruit from which tho 
preserves takes its name. It is tho fruits 
which suffer in namo, and I think the great- 
oat boon the government of this provinoe 
could bestow on tho fruit growora would be 
an act to atop all adulterated jam from 
being made or imported into this province. 

Preserves aro now boing aold at a price 
wo cannot got tho fruit for, and it is for tho 
fruit growers to take thia mattor up and 
havo tho name of the fruit of tho province 
protected. You must take caro of tho ohar- 
uctor of your fruits, so that your products 
will bo asked for. British Columbia fruitB, 
bo thoy canned or prosorvod, should lo 
synonymous with purity and excollouoo of 
flavor. 

Mr. Okoll said that during tho throo 
yoara' exiatonoo of tho Fruit ProaorviDg 
Company thoy had '<en at an oxpondituro 
of 59,000 for fruit, $8,000 for salaries, and 
£(3,000 for augar, and although tho com- 
pany had struck bedrock financially in run- 
ning thoir busineBB during tho p»Bt yoar, 
yot the Bharoholdera wero willing to ronow 
thoir stook in anticipation of good times. 
Ho condomnod imported preserved fruits as 
boing unwholesome, and thought if an in- 
tpsctor wero appointed tho advantages to all 
ooucerned would bo of groat importanco. 
Ho considered, howevor, thero wae a good 
market for British Columbia jams, but 
looked to tho Fruit Growers' Association 
for aid in fighting against something radi- 
cally wrong in tho provontion of impuro 
fruits. Ho would bo pleasod to show to any 
member of tho association tho working of 
his ostabiiBhmont. 

Mr. Cunningham regrottod seeing Buoh a 
poor Mainland ropresontation of tho associa- 
tion, but attributed it to tho Fraaor river 
freBhot last yoar. Tho exact oonditiona of 
thoBO Buffering from this calamity ia not and 
probably will not bo known. Ho know of 
iiundrods of farmora suffering from that 
memorable flood and ho thought tho Fruit 
Growers' Association ahould do thoir aharo 
in looking after them. In thia connection 
ho had a resolution in hand whioh 
ho oarofully worded in order that thoao do- 
aorvlng of help should nob defraud the gov- 
ernment in giving reliof. Ho then submit- 
ted tho following resolution :

LAURIER'S LONG EXP KG TED 
SPEECH. 

The Montreal Star, of tho 23rd, contains 
a full report of Mr. Liuricr'a long expeotcd 
speech. The Canadian elector who takeo 
up that speech expecting to see In It some 
thlDg relative to the policy of the Liberal 
party olearer uud more doflnito than 
he had rend btfore will be diaap 
pointed. Mr. Liurier is as indefinite 
as ever he was. Ho does not Bay 
as much about English freo trade aa ho said 
in formor epeeohes. A tariff for revenue only 
is what ho chiefly insists on, but whut 
i'aat tariff is to be is, as far as Mr. Laurior'B 
lateBt utterance is conoorned, still a niyB 
tery. He condomna the policy of the 
present Government, but what ho would 
put in plaoo of it, if ho had tho power, no 
one seems to know, Mr. Laurior himself in 
eluded. 

Tho policy of tho Liberal party ia in 
eluded in the following programmo which 
ho read shortly after ho commenced his 
Bpeeoh. Here it is : 

First — Condemnation of the fisoal policy 
of the Conservative government, together 
with their declaration of the polioy of the 
Liberal party on the same subject. 

Second- Reciprooity of trade with our 
neighbors. 

Third — Repression of corruption and mal 
foasance in office. 

Fourth — Economy in tho administration 
of public affairs 

Fifth — Tho right and duty of parliament 
to investigate ul! corruption and malfeasance 
in office. 

Sixth — The Belling of public lands to aolu* 
Bottlers and not to speculators. 

Seventh — Tho franchise — tho equitable 
distribution of parliamentary representation 

E ghth— Temperance. 

This, Mr. Laurier said, ia "tho whole pro 
gramme of tho Liberal party." Wo do not 
think that tho most cnthusiaatio Liboral in 
tho country will venture to say that it c 
tains a single dofinito statomont. Loaviog 
out tho first puragruph it might bo adopted 
by any political party in tho Dominion. 
The hifchost Tory in tho land aa well as tho 
most radical of the Liberals, might without 
tho slightest inoonsiutoncy eubscriho I 
soven of tho oight articles of Mr. Liuriei 
pilitical ereod. Wo ohsorvo that one 
of tho moat vigorous of tho newspapers 
of Ontario somewhat ooaraely — but not by 
any moana inappropriately — stigmatizes 
artloloa -1, 5, 6 and 7 as " pure gulf, 
meaning nothing whatovor." Itia tho first 
article to which wo muat look for tho policy 
of tho Liborala. This, *u expounded by 
Mr. Laurior, does not seem to be vory 
significant. " Tho Liberal party," said Mr. 
Laurier, " believe in free trade on broad 
linoa suoh aa oxlat in Great Britain, and 
thoir immediate object ia a rov- 
enue tariff — a tariff to bo dorived 
from ouatoma, but whioh will levy 
no duties except for purposes of rev 
onue ; a tariff whioh will noither hurt nor 
favor any olasB to tho projudioe or favor of 
anybody ; a tariff whoeo aim and purpose 
will bo to derive tho maximum bonefit from 
tho minimum taxation." 

Those expressions must Bound familiar to 
British Columbiana. Mr. Laurior gavo ut 
toranoo to Bomo that resembled them vory 
closely in tho Market hall of this city. What 
intolligont Victorians wanted to know thon, 
ondwhatintelligontMontroalorBiiiuBtwantto 
know now, is what is thia wonderful tariff 



to be like ; what commodities will it tax, 
and what commodities will it exempt from 
taxation. For, be it observed, the Liboral 
revenno Is to be chiefly derived from oub- 
toma duties. Thia tariff must yield the 
twenty millions or bo that will be required 
for the purpoaoa of government. Ib ie also 
observable that Mr. Laurior prudently ab- 
stains from promising any extraordinary 
meaBuro of retrenchment. This would not 
be popular in Montrea', of all placea in tho 
Dominion. Tho Montroalf.rs admiro u 
genorous Government, and tbay would not 
long tolerate ono that oatabllahed a polioy 
i,f scrimp. 

Mr. Liurier did nob waato any of his 
precious time in proving to his audience how 
thia determination to raise a revenue fiom 
dutioa on imports is consistent with hi» pro- 
fessions of admiration for British free trade 
aod his ambition to introduce tho British 
systom into this Djminion. Ho did, how- 
ever, assure his hoarcra that his polioy 

ould not mako the direct taxes whioh aro 
part of tho Briti ih system necoaaary. Tho 
intelligent Englishman will bo apt to con- 
oludo that a British froe trade system whioh 
depends almost wholly on taxes on imports 
for a revonuo, and which carofully excludes 
the income tax and other direob taxos, will 
bo something like tho play of Hamlet with 
tho part of Hamiet oirofully cut out. 

Thero was, wo oheerfully admit, some- 
thing new in Mr. Laurior'a Montreal speech, 
but the now part related almost altogothor 
to Montreal. Ho, in tho firBt place, told the 
Montreal Coiiboi vativoB in a rather round- 
about way that thoy had accepted I'roteo- 
b m as a polioy not because they woro con. 
vinned of its soundness, but bcciuso thoy 
admired and believed in Sir John A. Mao- 
donaltl, and Binoo Sir John A. haB gouo the 
way of all flesh tho reaBon for thoir political 
f jith has also disappeared. This was cer- 
tainly not complimentary to Montroal Con- 
servatives, many of whom are fur better able 
to judgo of tho tondenoy and conBequoncoa 
of a fiscal policy than ia tho Hon. Wilfred 
Laurier. 

Then the Opposition leader, although ho 
admitted that, during tho laBt seventeen 
yeara, tho city of Montreal had groatly in- 
creased in wealth and population, denied 
that thia progress waa in any way owing to 
bho polioy of Protection whioh had prevailed 
during that poriod. If under the Liberal 
regime a city had prosperod and increased 
in population, Mr. Laurier and hla fellow- 
Liberala would, without hesitation or ques 
tion, attributo the prosperity and tho in- 
crease to the benign and stimulating influ 
enco of tho Liberal polioy. But, aooording 
to Mr. Laurior, noither Proteotion nor Con 
sorvatism is entitled to tho least credit for 
anything. 

Then tho Liberal leader changed his 
ground and maintained that if Montreal's 
population had increased it was at the ex 
penBo of tho country. Montreal's increase, 
he said, waa 39 por oent., bub the increase of 
the whole country was during the ten years 
provious to 1891 only 11 per cent., conee 
quently, undor proteotion, Montreal's in 
crease waa at tho expenso of the country. 
Wo almost expeotod to soe in thia part of 
the Bpeeoh tho good old oouplot that ante 
diluvian obstructives used to quote a 
hundred yeara or eo ago whon thoy con 
tcmplated tho rapid increase of tho popula 
tion of oitioa. 

" 111 fares tho land to hastening Ills a proy 
Where wealth accumulates and mon docay.' 

But does not Mr. Laurior know that this 
diaproportionato growth of cities is to-day 
the complaint of many good peoplo in froe 
trade England. The ory is tho poople are 
dosorting tho cities and flocking to tho towna 
and Tory Squires unhesitatingly attributo 
this ovil to tho baneful influonoo of free 
trade. And thon wo havo the old, vory old 
Btory about the exodus. Twonty years ago 
this lament waa madj : " Canadians aro 
loaving thoir own oountry and aro helping 
to enrich and strengthen a foreign country." 
But Canada has prospered in spite of the 
drain on its population and will, no doubt, 
oontinno to prosper. 

Tho Liboral loader's Montreal Bpeeoh, we 
believe, has boon disappointing to his own 
followers. It was not an " epoch-marking 
speeoh." Very far from it. It waa, as 
nearly all Mr. Laurier'a speeches aro, a vory 
clever and well delivorod stump speech, 
which peoplo applauded while thoy listened 
to it, but whep they had lima und oppor 
bunity for reflection they wondered what 
tou d havo poesesied them to bo so foolihh 



together improbable that a man of his 
standing and in his position would know- 
ingly exaggerate or make miuloading state, 
menta with regard to bo important a matter 
aa this. Britiah Columbians aro therefore 
safe in oxpeoting that immense sumo will be 
spent in thoir Province in hydraulic mining 
in tho near futuro, and that tho yield cl 
gold will be proportionately groat. Wo aro 
told that Mr. Hobaon'd rovolations c;eated 
a sensation in Montreal, and ib is by no 
moans surprising that thoy did. 

GOSSIPING JOURNALISM. 

There was in Monday ovening's TimeB a 
paragraph relating to tho Colonist's Van- 
couver correspondent which waa contomptl- 
bly mean as woll as false und impertinent. 
It> uaaorts that our article on tho untruthful 
and sensational telegram to the Toronto Em- 
pire about tho lato Eraser river tidal flood 
waa ovldontly aimed at another woll known 
newspaper. Thia is both fooliBh and untrue. 
It also Bays that tho first intimation that 
tho oliico received that ib was " our own 
correspondent " waa a prompt and 
terse resignation from Mr. Goodman. 
This ia also false. Tho editor ot tho Col 
onist did not know who the writer of tho 
implre's telogram waa and did uob caro. 
Ho dealt with the falso and fooliah report 
ou its merits. If it wero not for tho imper- 
tinent comments of aomo of our nioddleBomo 
contemporaries, among whom wo include tho 
TimeB, "tho offi ie" would not yet huvo known 
who waa tho author of tho telegram. Tho 
journalistic tale-boarora have been Mr. 
Goodman's worst enemies. To publish 
comments about the relations existing be- 
tweon a member of tho staff of tho Colonist 
and tho management aro both impertinent 
and unprofessional. The Times should be 
above publishing a "Btroot story" whioh 
tho slightest inquiry would have shown to 
havo boin utterly false in every particular 
except one, and that is that Mr. L. Macrao 
lus g ino to Vancouver to act as roproscnta- 
tivo of tho Colonist.

Tho "gambling houso cases " in which 
W. R. Jackson of the Delmonioo and George 
Cook of the Boo Hive saloon aro defendants, 
hold possession of tho city police court, the 
greater part of yeBtorday, much to tho satis- 
faction of a largo and most attentive 
audience, Magistrate Macrae was on the 
bench ; Chief of Police Sheppard prosocutod. 
Mr. A. L. Belyoa appeared for the defence ; 
and Constable Perdue and William Jones 
were present aa experta in tho mys- 
teries of " Black Jack " — as played both 
with and without tho luxury of a " kitty." 

Tho information waa laid by Constable 
Perdue, who in his evidence deposed that for 
some time past a Black Jack game 
had been running in the barroom of 
tho Delmonioo, play being in progrosa with 
considerable monoy on the table on fourdif 
ferent evenings when he had had occasion 
to drop in. Ho named the players, and said 
that it was his opinion that the running of 
the gomo attracted thorn to the houso. The 
defendant JackBon ho understood to he pro 
priotor or part proprietor of tho houeo— ho 
certainly mado an indirect profit out of the 
game in tho shape of tho drinks sold to the 
players, though wltneBs was not prepared 
to say that a diroct profit was obtained by 
the hou'e. 

Then, for tho purpose of clearing away all 
cobwebs in connexion with tho charaoter of 
the game, Mr. Perduo and the Chief of 
Police had a quiet littlo game on tho end of 
tho lawyers' table. 

Tho Chief and tho constable agreed th»t 
it waa a game of chance, with a slight ad- 
vantage to tho dealer- 
Mr. Belyea contended that Iho point at 
Jack in or is 
was, did tho

onducled, and 
did tho patrons of tho house ojino there for 
tho purpouo of gambling ? 

William Jones, a somewhat clerical 1 >ok- 
ing gentleman, who followed constable Pi r- 
duo in tho witness box, deposed that to the 
boat of his knowledge and bolief Black Jack 
was u game combining both skill and obunco. 
Ono or t wo other witnesses cloaed tho caeo 
for the prosecution, and judgment was ro- 
Bervod for ono week. 

Tho case against Cook was not entorcd in- 
to as time did not porrnit. It la said that the 
police aro most anxious to stouro a convic- 
tion, as thoysay that Cock has encouraged 
boya and vory young men to hiB plaoe and 
urged them to play. Jackson's game, on 
tho other hand, according to police tosil- 
mony, hue beon frequonted only by tho " old 
timers."

FORTY-SECOND DAY. 

Tuesday, Jan. 29, 1895. 

The Spoaker took tho chair at 2 p m. 

Prayers by Rev. P. MoF. Maolood. 

Mil Sword rose to mako au explanation 
of hiB explanation of yestorday respecting 
hia endorsement of Mr. JohnsonY petition. 
Ho said it was not tho oaao, as the houso 
then understood from hia romarkB, that ho 
had consulted the Speaker bb to its pro- 
priety before endorsing the petition, and ho 
made this statement now to set himself and 
the Speaker right. 

Tho houso went into oommittoo on the 
provincial home bill, with Mr. Booth in the 
chair. Reported oomplete with amend- 
medts ; bill read a tbird time and passed. 

The house went into committeo on the bill 
to amond the land registry act, Mr. Graham 
in the ohair. Reported complete with 
amendments. 

The house wont into committee on tho 
fire insurance policy act, 1893, amendment 
bill, with Dr. Walkom in tho ohair. An 
amendment by Mr. Helmokon requiring 
notice of cancellation of polioiea to be given 
to mortgagees, waa adopted on diviaion. So 
were aoino other amendmenta. The effect 
of all thcBo, Hon. Mr. Davie remarked, is 
to defeat the object of tho bill, which as in- 
troduced aimed at making tho conditions 
hero uniform with those in Ontario and 
other provinces. He was afraid that tho 
result might bo that the act cannot be pro- 
claimed this year again. Reported com- 
plete with amendments. 

Hon. Col Bakeu moved tho second read- 
ing of tho bill to amend tho mineral act, 
1891, reported from tho mining committee. 
He explained tho provisions, one of which ia 
that the holder of a minoral olaim may in 
lieu of the work required to bo dono in any 
year pay $100 to the mining rccordor. 

Mb SemLIN thought this provision will 
be likely to have the effect cf enabling capi- 
talists tu tuko possession of and lock up tho 
mines, a direct ohange in tho policy of tho 
sot, which hitherto haa favorod devel- 
opment by requiring a certain amount of 
work to bo dono eaoh year. As ho wished 
to look into the provisions of the bill ho 
moved the adjournment of the debate. 
Agreed to. 

Hon. Col Baker moved tho second read- 
ing of tho licenses bill, the object of which 
is to oxtond the provisions with rospeot to 
trading licenses to that part of the province 
east ot the Cascades, to protect traders 
there against itinorant peddlors. 

The point of procedure being raisod, tho 
Speaker ruled that as this bill varios the in- 
cidence of taxation it should bo introduced 
on resolution from committeo of the wholo, 
and the standing orders being suspended tho 
house accordingly went into committee with 
Mr. Booth in tho chair. Resolution agreed 
to ; bill road a first and second time, and 
considered in committee, Mr. Booth again ia 
the ohair. The oommitteo rose and roported 
progress. 

SUPREME COURT JUDGES. 

The houso went into committoo on the 
Supremo court aot amendment bill, with 
Mr. ForBter in the ohair. 

Dr. Walkem considered that tho bill is 
wrong in principle, and he moved, in order 
to kill it, that tho committeo rise. 

Hon. Mr. Davie protested that whatever 
may be the defeots of this bill it would be 
very unbecoming on the part of tho house to 
treat in the discourteous manner proposed a 
meaauro introduced to meet the request of 
an important section of the community. He 
thought that the bill should receive the 
most serious consideration, and though, as 
he said before, he hoped it might never be 
necessary to put it into operation, tho house 
ought to pass It, and at all events the com- 
mittee should not dispose of it in the abrupt 
manner suggested. 

Mr. Williams agreed with what the 
Attorney-General had just said, and whilo 
the bill was not just what ho wanted he waa 
quite willing to acoept it as the best now ob- 
tainable. 

Hon. Mr Pooley repeated his objections 
to the bill ; and mentioned the alternative 
whioh had been suggested of supplying Van- 
couver's needs by having a County court 
judge appointed and investing him with 
Supreme court powerB. 

Mr. Helmoken contonded that thia bill 
is quite UDneoeosary, and a slight upon the 
judiciary. 

Tho motion that the committoo rise waa 
after further diaeusalon put and loat. Bill 
reported complete without amendment.

THE DRUGGIST'S EDUCATION. 

To the Editor :— I have road with con- 
siderable interest the intelligent letter on 
" Pharmaceutical Education " which ap- 
peared in this morning's Colonist. Tho 
writer, " Alma Mater," evidently haa tho 
matter closely at hoart, and is intensely de- 
sirous of maintaining a reasonably high 
standard of education for dispensers of 
drugs. His remarks anent tho necessity of 
collego education are peculiarly opportuno 
seeing that the Provincial Association of 
Druggists have now a bill boforo tho assem- 
bly in which tho preliminary steps have 
been taken to secure tho benefits afforded by 
lectures in chemistry, pharmaoy, botany, 
etc., in tho sahooi of mines whiah has just 
been established. " Alma Mator " has done 
much to holp forward tho progress of phar- 
maceutical iducHion in his lottor, and 
merits tho thanks of tho druggists of this 
Province. But "Alma Mator" has fallon 
into a regrettablo error in attacking the B. 
C. Pharmaceutical Association in a de- 
cidedly unwarrantable manner. Granted 
that this Province does not yet posBeas a 
Bohool of pharmacy— an admittod desidora- 
turn — but it does not follow that, as a con- 
sequence, tho members ot tho drug business 
here aro ignorant and unfit to conduct tho 
business. Colloge education is de&irablo, 
but it is not a guarantee of proficiency by 
any means. As a business man I would 
rather employ a clerk having ten years ex- 
perience to one who has been orammed by a 
coliego course of a few monthB. Practical 
experience is of firBt impoitanco In any busi- 
ness, and if a young man has a gilt odged 
diploma yot a clumsy and incapablo way of 
working, ho will find his calling to drugs (or 
uny businoss) unything but a sinecure. 

"Alma Mator" again dogmatically as- 
Berts that " tho conaonBua of tho opinion of 
progressive and onlightonod communities is 
that o)ily proporly oducated pharmaceutists 
are those that have taken a college degree" 
To Bhow in how groat an error "Alma 
Mater " has fallon I will stato faotB. Tho 
major examination of tho Pharmaceutical 
Socloty of Groat Britain ia conceded to bo 
tho highoat teBt of eduoation in pharmaoy, 
and, consequently, the diploma of that so- 
ciety is accepted tho world over. Yot this 
1b not a colloge examination, but that of a 
board of pharmaoy, and men havo success- 
fully pusBed this oxam. by home study and 
praotioal knowledge Ontario has a colloge 
and junior and sonior examinations in con- 
nection, but tho qualifying examination ia 
oonduotod by tho board of pharmuoy, and 
tho writer knows men who have pmsed this 
examination without attonding iooturea. I 



notice, though, that "Alma Mater" quoteB 
all American authorities and examples, I 
confess to not beiDg very familiar with tho 
American druggists, though I do know that 
stato boards oonduct all tho qualifying ex- 
aminations. If "Alma Mater" were u 
druggist ho would see tho necessity of some 
test of knowledge boing mado of tho young 
people who oome fromovor tho lino so that tho 
British pharmacopoeia may bo touched on, 
the preparations of tho IT. S. pharmaoopora 
and that of tho British, which wo use here, 
being widely different. If I wero a member 
of tho council I would havo something to say 
on tho aubjeot of buying diplomaB.

PHARMACEUTICAL EDUCATION. 

To the Editor: — if "Veritas," tho cor- 
respondent whose lettor appeured in tho 
Times, regarding pharmatioal eduoation, 
will take another and more carefui look, ho 
will notice my lettor in Sunday's Colonist 
was signod Alma Pater, not Alma Matur. 

And if "Veritas" ia sufficiently interested 
in tho matter cf pharmatioal eduoation to 
road those sections of Mr. Martin's report 
which touoh on the oollegea of pharmacy in 
America, he will find that in comparison 
the boords of pharmaoy make a very much 
bettor showing to Mr. Martin'a mind. 

And Mr. Martin'a BtricturoB on the ool- 
leges aro very mild indeed when compared 
to tho severe condemnation of the represent- 
ative pharmaceutical body of America. I 
refer to tho legislative aootion of the Ameri- 
can Pharmaceutical Association, which body 
o,t their annual meeting resolved : " It is 
the senso of this section that tho best iu'er- 
estB of pharmacy would bo suberved by tho 
non-rooognition of collego diplomas by tho 
Stato Boards of Pharmacy." 

In tho faco of thiB good, solid advice from 
a body composed principally of collego pro 
fessorB, it is, I think, safe for boards of 
pharmacy to demand examination from all 
holders of collego diplomas before register- 
ing them. Al.ma Pater 

PHARMACEUTICAL EDUCATION. 

To the Editor:— In your yesterday's 
edition " Almo Pater" nocuaes mo of hav- 
ing an axe to grind, and I ask space in your 
esteemed columns to inform him that I havo 
no axe, either to grind or helve, as I am 
not a pharmacist, either by act or by exam- 
ination, and am not eligible to becomo a 
mombor of evon tho B C. Pharmaceutical 
Association. I am willing to accept Morok's 
Journal as an authority and also his quota- 
tions from tho same. I do not think strong- 
er proof of the truth of my contentions con 
be brought forward than tho extracts he haa 
given. 

Quoting Merck, "Alma Pater says tho 
candidate coming beforo tho board is timid, 
dovoid of confidence in himBelf, as well as 
in hia questioner, and foars tho worst, . . . 
they (the oxaminorB) knowing that the num- 
ber (of pharmacists) must bo restricted ; 
or demoralization and moral bankruptcy 
will result. . . Heuoe their maxim is, as 
few as possible. Does not tho above show 
that the association is a close corporation, 
whose interest ia to ourtall tho number of 
licentiates? What chanco thon haa an ap- 
plicant without interest to pass such a 
board 1 

" Alma Pater " has a groat deal to say 
about boards. Is ho aware that in tho Uni- 
ted States tho board is Independent of the 
Pharmaceutical Association, being appoint- 
ed by tho Governor. In British Columbia 
the council is elected, and may, as stated in 
my laBt, bo composed largely of men wholly 
ignorant of pharmaoy. I will now quote a 
far higher authority ' than Merck's, viz, 
the American Pharmaceutical Association, 
(this Association lepreBOjtB nearly all the 
boards in the United States.) At its last 
meeting, hold in Ashoville, N.C., September 
5-8, 1894, it adopted the following resolu- 
tion : 

" Resolved that this Association approvos 
of a compulsory curriculum of pharmaceuti- 
cal education, and holds that no poraon 
should be regarded as a qualified pharmacist 
who has not pursued to completion a system- 
atic course of instruction In chemistry, 
pharmacognosy and pharmacy." 

A Bimilar resolution waa paaaed at the In- 
ternation Pharmaceutical Congress held in 
Chicago in 1893 

At the Asheville meeting President Ratoh 
recommended that a scholarship of $1,500 
be annually given, not to a board licentiate, 
but to a collego graduate, for the purpose of 
sending him to Germany. France and Great 
Britain, one year in each, for Bpecial train- 
ing. On his return he to give at least two 
year's instruction in somo college. 

Compulsory education in pharmacy is 
prescribed in all countries, excepting Eng- 
land and the United States. In Denmark 
every pharmacist must koep tho necessary 
applianaea for testing all ollioinal prepar- 
ations, and is hold responsible for their 
purity. SwedeD, Germany, Franco and 
Austria havo very similar laws. 

In his olosing sontonco " Alma Pator " 
overroachea himself. As nearly all colleges 
require four year'a oppreuticeship ; I must 
bo permitted to doubt hia unsupported as- 
sertion. And as I know of no wholesalo 
druggist in any part of tho world, I am 
astonished at, but do not question hie ad- 
mission, that a knowledge of pharmaceutics 
is not considered necessary ia Botno dis- 
pensing pharmaciee. Thanking you for in- 
serting this, and apologising for its length, I 
dofinitoly closo this discussion.

CIVIL SERVICE EXAMINATIONS. 

To the Editor : — There is a civil sor- 
vice examination hold in this provinoo 
yearly, ostensibly for tho purposo of estab- 
lishing a standard of oducation for thoso 
persons who aro candidates for a position in 
tho omploy of any of tho departments of tho 
Dominion government. I know there ore a 
number of clorkB employed who are oithor 
unwilling to exert themselves, or havo not 
tho requisite ability to pass this examina- 
tion, but who jtill keop their positions whilo 
other partios who huvo boon at both troublo 
and oxpenso to securo tlnir cortificatos aro 
unable to obtain a situation. In considera- 
tion of tho fact that tho oivil sorvico is 
alwayB supposed to glvo a preference to 
those who have passed tho examination, 
this is obviously unfair. If those clorkB 
who havo not paBsed aro givon the prefer- 
onoo ovor thoBO who have, thoro is no need 
of a oivil sorvioo examination at oil, and tho 
wholo thing is a farce from beginning to end, 
I am, however, of tho opinion that there is 
somo misunderstanding in connection with 
this, and that tho presont unfair condition 
of things needs only to bo brought to tho 
notico of tho proper authorities to be at 
onoo remodiod. Cortainly in tho intoreBts 
of juatico tho Barno rule Bhould apply to all 
without foar or favor.

They Need Large Capital and Careful 
Management 'to Work 
Successfully. 



(From tho Montreal Gazotto.) 
Mr. John B. Hobson, mining engineer, 
Vancouver, B. C, raad a paper bofore the 
Mining Association of Montreal on " The 
Aurlferoua Graveh of British Uolnmbia,'' 
from which we make the following ex- 
traotB : — 

The plaoera of tho modern rivera of Cali- 
fornia are practically exhanated. Thoae of 
Britiah Columbia are not by any meana ex- 
hanated. The ahallow plaoera, known aa 
bar, oreek and guloh dlgginga, have been, 
ao far as known, extensively worked since 
the Fraeer river and Cariboo gold exolte- 
menta about 1857. Tho moat accessible 
01 the above-named placers have been pretty 
well worked out in the dlstrlota I have ex- 
amined. But the vast accnmulationa of 
auriferous gravol on the henohea along the 
Fraaor, Quesnelle, Horau Fly and other 
modern streams examined are praotioally 
unexplored. 

TheBe can be worked by hydraulic pro- 
oeaa. The deep plocera of the modern 
streams, that is to Bay the auriferous gravels 
lying below tho water levol of the modern 
screams, have been worked to some extent 
In the vicinity of lUrkorville, bub immense 
aroaa remain to be explored, and will in all 
probability bo profitably worked in tho 
futuro by aid of niodorn appliances. Tho 
deop modern placers can bo exploited either 
by shaft and worked by what ia known in 
California as tho drifting process, or by 
tho hydraulic elevator prooeBB. In othor 
words, a shaft is sunk to bedrock, and 
tho bottom stratum of auriferous gravel 
is breasted out, hoisted to tho surfuce, 
washed in ordinary Bluices and tho gold re- 
covered. Wherever an abundant supply of 
water can bo obtained and delivered at the 
mine under euiiioiont head or pressure, as it 
ia callod by California minora, the auriferous 
gravela lying bolow drainage can be sucoeaa- 
fully and profitably worked by tho hydrau- 
lio elevator. 

The deep placers of the anoient river Bys- 
tem of the tertiary, aa aeon in British Col- 
umbia, are aimilar in character, but eo far 
aa I have been able to dotermino far more 
extensive and richer in their gold tenure 
than thoae of the moab favored districts in 
Central California, where gravel depoaitB 
which contain from throe to five conta per 
cubic yard in gold aro considered rich and 
yield as profit from 20 to SO per cenb. of the 
grosB outpub when worked by the hydraulic 
process. 

Water ia abundant In all tho districts I 
have examined, and can be brought on to 
tho depoalta in shorter canals and at much 
less expense than ia poasiblo in California. 
In California there is invested one hundred 
millions of dollars in hydraulic mining en- 
terprises, and prior to tho inhibition of that 
industry, on account of damage done "by 
debris to agricultural landa and navigable 
streams, the annual product in gold amount- 
ed to about twelve millions of dollars, about 
one-half of which resulted in profits. The 
auriferoua depoaits of California remaining 
unworked aro estimated at 2,108,875,000 
oubio yards. The gold tonuro of these 
gravels varies from one to thirty centa per 
cubic yard, and tho total gold content esti- 
mated at about §500,000,000. 

I have seen in Britiah Columbia, included 
in the Yale, Lillooot and Cariboo districts, 
throe times the area of auriferous deposits 
that are known to exisb in the wholo state 
of California. The British Columbia gravela 
that I have examined, and may be con- 
sidered available for hydraulio working, 
yielded results varying from one cent to 
81 50 per cnbic yord, and aa a wholo aver- 
age richer than any I have aeen in Cali- 
fornia. Iu some properties examined I 
sampled atroaks, Borne of whioh wore on 
bedrook and others 150 feet above the bed- 
rock, that yielded proapeota varying from 
$2 to $36 per cubic yard. We hovo no auoh 
rich deposits in California. 

Tho exploitation and equipment of hy- 
draulic mines is oxpensive, and largo sums 
of money are required to provide water sup- 
ply and hydraulic plant, to get tho mines 
opened and placed on a paying basis. For 
this reaaon great caro should be exorcisod 
by those intending to engage in euch enter- 
prises. Competent engineers should bo 
employed to investigate the aouroe of water 
aupply, determine the available gradient for 
aluics, dump for debris, and tho gold tcnuro 
of the gravel depoaita. Tho abeonco or in- 
sufficiency of either of the firsb throe of 
theso conditions, moana tho failure of the 
entorpriso to provo remunerative. 

A company of gentlemen in Montreal have 
undertaken the equipment of two largo 
hydraulio mines in Cariboo, the Uorso Fiy 
Hydraulic mino and tho Cariboo Hydraulio 
mine, which will soon bo on a basis for pro- 
fitable produotioD. I do not hesitate to 
predicL that tho day ia not far diatant when 
tho gold output from tho auriferous plocera 
of Britiah Columbia will not only surprieo 
Canuilians, but will aatonieh tho civilized 
world.

The Westminster Gazette olairna that in 
the Foroign oflico Kimberloy refused to iBauo 
tho consular roporta from Armonia booauao 
they confirm tho provioua Btoriea of mas- 
sacros ond outrage Kimborley in a letter 
to tho Armenian aBBociation statoa that none 
of tho 58 Armenians condemnod at Kr/.lng- 
hain in Novombor laat woro sentenced to 
death.

" Roaolved : That wo respectfully but 
urgently requeab Hia Honor the Lieutenant- 
Governor-in-Counoil to take atopa to provide/ 
auitablo seed in such quantities as may 
be required, and furnish the same to all 
who need and will contract to plant said 
■eed, on such terms aa may secure tht gov 
ornment againab loia and yeb render possible 
a bouutiful harvest, on whioh tho lafoty and 
welfare of thie provinco ao muoh depends. 

"Reaolvsd, that bcommitteo.be appointod 
to wait on tho government and prcaont the 
foregoing resolution at the earlieiib possible 
moment, aa tho urgenoy and importance of 
the matter will not admit of delay." 

Mr. Cunningham advocated the develop- 
ment of the province, and said ho believed 
the only feaaible way there wai for carrying 
thia out was in the tilling of the land. 

Mr. Renouf aocondod tho roiolution, but 
thought the government's poaition regarding 
tho distressed wag not understood as well 
aa lb might bo. Tho government had 
alroady expended a largo appropriation for 
this purpose, but ho considered many of the 
settlers to be still in a position in which 
they wero unablo to help themsolves. Ho 
ro-echoed tho aontiments of Mr. Cunning- 
ham, that tho oauao of depression in thia 
province was not from external, but intomal 
eauaes. Tho resolution waa then submitted 
to tho meoting and was carried. A commit- 
tee composed of Moears. Cunningham, 
Renouf, McGowan, Kipp and Honry waa 
appointed to wait on tho government. 

Mr. Cunningham aaid ho was greatly 
ploasod to Bee the way this reaolulion waa 
paaaed. It showed on tho part of tho Van- 
couver island motnbera of tho aaaooiation no 
Boltiahnoea and thia spirit ho would bo 
pleased to report to hia follow fruib growora 
at home. 

Mr. CHilson'a paper on Drainage treated 
tho aubj. cb very ably, dealing with many 
questions of which the writer showed very 
considerable knowledge. Shortnoes of space, 
however, prevents its publication. 

Mr. Macgowan then read a vory compre- 
hensive and instructive paper proparod by 
Mr. J. B. Huun, of Vornon, on the subjeot 
of tho " Uaea and Abuses of Irrigation in 
Okanagan." 

After a general discussion on tho paper, 
in whioh Borne ladioa showed very groat in- 
terest, the meeting adjourned at 6:30 
o'clock. The evening session commenced at 
7:30 o'clock. 

A paper from Mr. Flotclior was road 
by the aeorotary ; another waa read by Mr. 
R. M. Palmer on Insect Peats, and one by 
Mr. Anderson on tho Cultivation of FlowerB. 

Mr. Cunningham then gave an explana- 
tion regarding tho censure paaaed on him ab 
laab year's meeting. The explanation was 
received and tho vexed question was not 
dealt with.

SUNDAY OBSERVANCE. 

To tiik Editor :— Will you kindly allow 
me a small apace in your columns to make a 
few romarka regarding the aubjeob of Sun- 
day observance. I do nob wish to take the 
matter up from tho standpoint of Biblical 
authority, nor do I intond diaousalng the 
question aa to whether Saturday or Sunday 
should be observod as the Sabbath. I 
merely deal with tho subjeob on puroly 
secular grounds. 

There ia ab present a bill befere tho pro- 
vincial legislature for tho enforoemenb of 
Sunday observance, and I believe thore are 
also several petitions bearing on the same 
subject. This law ia intended to deal with 
what ia generally knovn as Sabbath doao- 
oratlon, which mainly consists of working or 
engaging in any occupation which ia nob of 
a religious nature on Sunday. 

It appears to me that If euoh a law is 
paaaed and enforced oonalatently wo shall 
have to oeaeo work of all kinds from 12 
p.m. on Saturday till 12 p.m. on Sunday, 
which would involve the stoppage of all 
trains and steamboats (many of whioh carry 
mail*), street oara, eleotrlo lighb plants and 
many othor kinda of labor which tho com- 
fort and oonvenienco, nay, oven tho aafoty, 
ef the publio are dependent upon ; and all 
thia bo caber to tho opinion of 
a oortaln claaa of people who hold 
certain ideas as to how pooplo ahould 
aob and behave on a oertain day of the 
week. Of ocuraa peoplo who think thab 
Sunday ahould be a day of religloua dovo- 
tion have a right to think bo, ."and thoy havo 
a right to obeorvo itaa auoh ; but they cer- 
tainly hove no right to compel othora to do 
likewise 

British Columbia haa done withont Sun- 
day laws for a ooneidorablo number of years, 
and has gob on remarkably well without 
them, and, I havo no doubt, can do without 
thorn in tho futuro. If ibis law ia paaaed it 
will give rise to religious intolerance and 
por8ecution, which thie provinco haa hither- 
to been singularly froo from, thanks to tho 
broad-mindedneoa of tho old pioneorB and 
aottlora, who wero content to obaorvo Sun- 
day and all othor daya in tho week by striot 
attention to thoir own buaineaa and of ex- 
tending a like privilogo to othcra. 

I earnea ly hope that tho honorable mem- 
bora of tha legialaturo will not sanction any 
euch measures aa are contained in tho bill at 
present beforo the houao. Not only in tho 
intereata of religious toloration, but also on 
tho grounds of common juBtice ; for, if thia 
bill should be passed and enforced, it would 
lend to interfere with what is considered 
by all BritiBh subjects as their inalionablo 
birthright — thoir pcraonal liborty.

Attaohed to iIiobo let'.^ra waB a transcript 
of the cotes taken at. \\ le inquiry hold by 
Superintendent of 'Education Dr. Pope, on 
the 23rd instant, when Mr, Heath denied 
the charge th>\o hod been laid against him 
and seven of his pupils gave evidence. 
May Duncan (agod 15), CharleB Jones 
(aged 17), Martha Rodforn (agod 15), 
Alfred Huxtable (aged 18), Lillian Suther- 
land (agod 1"), and Mary McGraw (j'ged 
15), agreed that Mr. Heath had used words to 
the eifcot that ho " novor know that tho 
body of Chriac was largo enough to Bupply 
hroad to all tho world." They agreed that 
hia remarks oculd not but bo offensive to 
R.misn Catholics. Thomas Hickey (agod 
15) did not hear tho remark at all and did 
not notice anything wrong during tho his- 
tory lesann. Superintendent I'opo, in ad- 
dressing Mr. Heath on this occasion, said : 
"That tho testimony ia horo in black and 
white that yea made tho otatoment to the 
df-ct that you did not know that the body 
of Christ was Urge enough to supply bread 
to tho world. Such a statement, if made- to 
ihe class, was wholly unwarranted. Not 
only ao, but I mult aay that it ia a ri flection 
upon the intelligence of tho teachers of tho 
provinca. There was no necessity for you 
to discma this subject any more than that 
of immorBion, and yon know that such diB- 
cussiona can only result in giving 
offouca. No mon has a right to im- 
press his particular thoughts on religion 
nn tho sohool children of this province ; the 
Council of Public Instruction would not 
under any circuoiBtancua tolorato anything 
of tho kind. Tho school law demands that 
tho highest morality shall be inculcated but 
no religious dogma nor creed shall be taught. 
For tho very fact of your giving an explana- 
tion of tranaubofantiatlon in accordance 
with your views you wero trespassing on 
that part of the sohool law." 

"But, "said Mr. Heath, "I explained 
transubatantiation because it was part of 
my losBon. " 

" It is not tho teaoher's duty," Dr. Popo 
replied, " to enter into such an explanation 
under p,ny circumstanoes." 

The Chairman', TruBteo Hayward, whon 
the aoorotary had conoluded tho reading of 
these documents, remarked that tho matter 
dealt with wua of the moat aorioua posaible 
oharaoter. Tho aim of tho past had been to 
keep tho schools of British Columbia abso- 
lutely non-sectarian, and any movement in 
tho direction of introducing religion into the 
schools would requiro to bo summarily made 
an end < f 

Tkostke MARCH ANT agreed that tho 
public schools should bo kopt freo of all 
denominational influenco, and said that no 
ono could bo moro heartily in sympathy with 
the Bpiritof article 10 than hlmsolf. Nothing 
should be introduced in tho sohoola that 
would havo a tendency to ridicule any faith 
or oreod ; thera should bo no denomination 
and no creed In the schoola. In tho reports 
of this case there were, however, conflicting 
statements of faot, tho pupils declaring a 
statement to have been made and tho 
toucher donying it. Under these circum- 
stances it was but fair that a full investiga- 
tion should bo had. Personally ho 
favored the visiting upon tho toachor 
guilty of any departure from the 
hippy compromise touching religion 
in tho schools, of tho moat severe penalties. 
Still he was loth to believe Mr. Heath guilty 
ao charged of deliberate disregard for the 
noceBsary rules In this respect. It was a 
question whethor tho Council of Public In- 
struction or the board should Jdeal with this 
Bubjcot ; if tho mottor was ono in connection 
with the inner working of tho schools, of 
course tho board had nothing to do with it. 
If, however, it was otherwise, tho board 
should sift it thoroughly. Too great hasto 
was not desirable. If tho Council of Public 
Instruction found Mr. Heath convicted, 
the-y no doubt would Buspond hia certificate 
or punish him in some other way ; or if they 
found him innocont thoy would no doubt ex- 
onerate him. Certainly tho board ahould not 
lanon to convict on what was practically 
heuraay ovidonco. Ho offered tho nuggea- 
tion that a committee of the board thorough- 
ly investigate tho whole matter, 

CHAIRMAN Hayward oould not unfortun- 
ately put tho aamo fuvorublo construction on 
Mr. Heath's conduct that Trustee Marohant 
had. Though tho toaohor In question had 
explicitly deniod using tho words imputed to 
him, it waB dear to him (Mr. Hayward) from 
Mr. Heath's own luttorthat he had endoavnr- 
ed to impress hia own religious viowB upon tho 
cIbbb, und had spoken in a manner moat 
(ffjuaivo to ono large and important body of 
Cnriatiana. No intelligent man would have 
apoken ignoruntly of tho "wafer" aa Mi. 
Heath had. That teaohor had oonvicted 
himaolf in hia own letter, unintentionally 
corroborating tho charge. 

Trustee Lovkli, deplored tho unfortuu- 
ato circumstances that had arisen. Whothur 
intended or not, Mr. Houth's romarka had 
evidently been taken as offonsivo by the 
adherents of tho Roman Catholic faith. It 
was possible that Mr. Hoath had erred un- 
intoutionally. Personally ho waB not quite 
satisfied with tho evidonco ; tho questions 
of tho Superintendent of Education hud 
been put to tho childrou In an entirely 
illegal manner — they wero loading questions 
iu oaoh instance suggesting their own 
answer Aside from moting out punish- 
ment if an olfenco had beon committod, ho 
thought it was tho duty of the board to 
make it emphatically understood that any 
violation of tho non-soctarian plan of tho 
publio schoola would not bo tolerated. 

By request of Truatoo Marohant, Mr. 
Hoatb, who was in attondunco, explained 
that tho Test uct was a measuro to aompel 
all aervantB of tho British government, in 
ordor to rotuin office, to tako an oath do- 
olu'ring their unboliof in the doctrine of 
tronBuhstuntlation. He denied any ao- 
quaintanoo with tho difference botwoon a 
consecrated wafor and any othor wafer ; ho 
had his opinion in the matter — that was all. 

. Trustee Clover thought thud if the 
facta wero ua represented tho thing should 
be stamped out at onco. Ho would not 
oIobo hia eyes, howovor, to tho fact that the 
evidence was contradictory and somewhat 
vaguo. Ab tho quoation was not as oloar as 
desirable ho moved its roforonco to a apodal 
oommitteo for thorough investigation and 
report. 

Trdstkk Lewis sooondod the resolution, 
expressing hiB desire to soo justioo dono by 
all, and lb was unanimously adoptod. 
Friday afternoon waB fixed for tho inquiry,

C. Braund & Co. handed tho bouid samples 
of foolscap paper and those wont to tho aup- 
ply committee. Applications for positions 
on tho teaching scuff were tabled 
from Eugeno Flach of St. Thomas, MiBS 
Mary Luoas, Miss Lillian R. Kenwick and 
Dilman Grahame. Prinoipal S. B.Netherby 
roportod the rosult of the vote on the pro- 
posal to extend the midday recess, and hia 
communication was received with thanks 
and placed on file. 

Ediih Hilda Soaifo, corresponding secre- 
tary of the looal Council of Wotnon of Vic- 
toria, enclosed a copy of a roeolutiou of that 
body, und expressed the hope that the 
board would aocodo to tho wish therein ex- 
pressed. This resolution read : 

" Whoroas tho necessity of an inspector 
of our publio sohoola haa become so apparent 
that our school truatoeB oontomplato tho ap- 
pointment of such an inspector at an early 
dato ; and whereas women aro not eligiblo 
for school truateeB in this provinco ; and 
whereas, contrary to tho law of our land, quite 
a number of children of fchool ago in this 
city aro not attending tho schools provided 
for their education ; and whoreaa thero is a 
very largo attendance of girls at the public 
schools in this city ; and whoroas in many 
places in this country and England women 
aro appointed both on fchool boards of man- 
agement and aB inspectors of schools: 
Theroforo ba it resolved that wo ask the 
trustees of e hia city to appoint a woman 
who ia capoblo of tilling tho position us in 
spector of Victoria'a public schools." 

Trustee Lovell did nob think that tho 
iadioB quito understood tho nature of the 
matter to which their letter rofeirod ; 
Trusteo Marohant remarked that recont 
legislation would permit ladies to bo elected 
to tho school board ; and Trusteo Glovor 
terminated tho debate by moving that tho 
communication bo acknowledged with 
thanks, and tabled for conBideration, fhould 
tho board decide that an inspector was 
noceasary. 

Tho coBt of tho recent truatoo election 
was next discussed at length, the trustees 
being agreed that sovoral items wero far too 
h'g'i, and holding that tho city had no right 
to pay men for their services at a good rate 
and also supply their luncheon. In this 
connection Chairman Hayward explained 
that legislation would bo introduced during 
tho present sonsion of tho legislature to en- 
able the votora' list for mayor to also bo mod 
for school tiUBtees. A great Baving would 
thereby bo effected. Ho had also suggested 
that tho number of truatoes In Victoria city 
be increased from six to Bovon, Tho ac- 
counts upon which tho discussion aroso were 
dually referred to tho finance committee, 
who woro authorized to act and alao re- 
quested to prosent a special report. 

Trustee Lewis, from tho speoial com- 
mittee having in hand tho ro-urrangoment 
of the dlvisiona in the Victoria yVest 
school, asked for furthor time in which to 
roport, and it was granted. 

Trustee Glover reported construction of 
the North Ward school olnsots already com- 
menced by tho contractors, Perry & Turner, 
for tho plumbing, and H. R. Nott for all tho 
remainder of tho work. The total contract 
prico was §1,051. 

A resolution was adopted asking for a 
sidewalk at tho South Park school ; tho 
chairman was authorized to investigate the 
fitnesa of tho Bupply aoourod by Mr. Simp- 
son during hia illness, and tho usual stand- 
ing committees for tho year were named by 
the chair. Tho regular meeting night of 
tho board was also fixed for the second Wed- 
nesday in each month. 

Tho estimates for tho yoar woro then 
taken up, and it waB finally decided to ask 
tho city council to appropriate §50,000 for 
ordinary sohool purposes during 1895, thia 
amount being mado up as hereunder, the 
figuree being Bhown in contrast with tho 
provioua year's oxpondituro under tho sov- 
oral heads :

THE PETITION OP E. M. JOHNSON. 

To the Editor :— If the Attorney-Qonoral 
thinka the abuso showerod on mo yesterday 
for daring to ask an inquiry will bo taken aa 
an answer to my petition ho is much in 
error. And I aay moat poBitivoly that tho 
aBsertiono of my petition are truo, und ho 
has not disproved them at all. 

In tho case of tho Grays v. McCallum (con- 
spiracy and $-0,000 damages againBt myaolf), 
lot tho publio say if Mr. Davie had ono 
spark of manly feeling whon ho ondoavored 
by a threat of disclosing — and 'ho took caro 
that I should know hia inioutiouB — what) ho 
deemed would bo a disgrace to mo 
to influenco my ovidonco for hia client. 
I know just how littlo could Mr. Davio ahow 
up whon the truth of tho wholo matter 
ahould bo made public, yot tho brutality of 
tho ooureo pursued muat bj apparent to 
ovoryouo. I answered Mr. Davio in u man- 
ner ho waB quito unprepared for, and ho did 
not forgivo u. Armed with a declaration, 
which ia in tho main untruo, he Geeks justi- 
fication by Baying ho gave an ex parto Btate- 
mont to an eminent counsel for his 
decision. Why did not tho Attorney- 
General ask mo for an explanation ? It 
oould havo boon easily and readily given 
and would havo boon tho uot of a man not 
willing to uso hia oilice, as ho Buya in hia 
apoech to tho house fpr tho purposo of 
"gratifying my own sploon and malice." 
Ho asked no word of mo, but was careful 
that I should bo informed that Mr. Davio 
was to " ditclose maltors which happoned in 
Now Zealand about twenty-one years ago." 
I could read as many affidavits and letters 
and produce juac as much toatimony aa Mr. 
Davio did in tho house (it wua ao produced 
at tho trial), to prove tho truth of my evi- 
denoo. An cx juii-Ip. atatement by tho At- 
torney-General must bo takon for what it ia 
worth, and tho fair and foarlesa way would 
havo boon to have allowed tho full and freo 
inquiry us UBkod. 

As to tho perjury caso — Regina vs. John- 
son and conspiracy Regina vs. Johnaon, 
every reply mado by mo to Mr. Divio'a 
twenty yeura' old inquiry in the civil case is 
shown by the evidence, which Mr. Davio 
Bays ho has looked up, and copies of which I 
also havo in full, to bo consistent with my 
boiicf that I answered fully and truly. 
And it Is an uncontradiotablo fact — any 
abuse to the contrary notwithstanding — 
that tho prosecutions wore ignominious 
failurea of hasty and ill-tompercd prooeod- 
inga. 

Aftor tho discontinuance of tho oases 
against everyone the following extract taken 
from the Colonist of May 31, 1S92, shows 
how tho matter stood aB far aB I was con- 
cerned : " This disposed of the caso and His 
Lordahip diamisaod tho jury, romarking 
that ho thought they ought to bo congratu- 
lated on having beon reliovod of the case, 
which would probably havo lasted Bevoral 
days at the loaab, aa the wholo matter would 
have to be gono into and tho wholo of the 
Gray v. McCallum oase praotically covered 
ugaln. The verdict which was arrived at 
boforo Mr. Justioo Drake would have 
to be totally disregarded. Tho case had 
boon before all tho judges in appeal and it 
was decided that there had been no perjury. 
Ho had listened to tho caso for over a week. 
Probably noither tho proaocutor nor tho pro- 
aeouted would havo reason to fool aatistiod 
with tho outcome of the trial bub the jury 
and ho (Sir Matt how) could feel quito con- 
tontod at having been reliovod. 

" Hon. Mr. Davio ontorod a nolle prosequi 
in each of the othor chargoa against Mr. 
Johnson it etc Tho court then adjourned." 

I loavo it to overy right-mindod man to 
say just how far in the faco of theao facts 
tho abuso of mo by tho Attorney-Goncrul is 
warranted. 

Now I como to tho Ieoso of Juno 10, 1S92, 
a matter which would In no way have 
i tTeoted any decision to bo given by o 
court of law, and which court of law, if it 
thought lit and propor, would not hesitate 
to override tho report of any oommitteo of 
the houso. Bear in mind Mr. Davio is 
Captain MoCallum's counsel, wub then 
and iB still. Ho know and was kept 
fully poatod in every detail of 
tho company ; know full woll that I 
in order to oavo myaolf from Cap" - . McCal- 
lum, gave notice of tho dissolution of the 
company in or aboub October, 1891, and

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of the company, and yot on the application 
of Mb olient on tho 10th Juno, 1S!)'2, without 
any concurrence by mo, procured the grant- 
ing of a laaeo which took away my rights un- 
der tho exiating grant ; Bought to create a 
now buBinosB, and gave ton times Ihe quan- 
tity of land to his client and ton times tho 
power to expend moneyB at my expense. 

Mr. Davio knowB tho 1892 lease was never 
signed by mo, but asserts that I knew of it 
beciuso my counsel, Hon. C. E. Pooloy, was 
President of tho Executive and signod tho 
minute in council granting tho lease. The 
solemn oath of secrocy as to the affairs of tho 
council was binding on him, as it should bo 
to evory right-minded man, and for tho 
sarno cause he could not intrude my affairs 
into the official proceedinES. I never knew 
of the 1892 lease until it was presented to me 
for signature, and this was after tho deoree 
was made by tho Chief Justice, 
who no doubb saw through tho 
wholo of tho Attorney-General's proceedings 
and dissolved tho oompany from October, 
1891, thus rendering tho 1892 lease to a de- 
funct company of no effect. 

How would it havo beon possible, ,if the 
Attorney-Gonoral had not been Captain Mo- 
Callum's counsel, for such an extraordinary 
proceeding to have been taken 1 Would it 
not havo been a proper courso for the Attor- 
ney-General to have mado known to the Ex- 
ooutlve Counoil that the loaso was to bo 
given to a dissolved partnership, dissolved 
really on the day of tho noticB by 
virtuo of the provisions of the 
act of parliament governing such cases. 
Would it not havo boon propor to havo as- 
certained from tho ownors of tho mine in- 
cluded in the original grant if they con- 
aentod to tho application. All theao would 
havo been questions for tho parliamentary 
committoo, and would havo in nowiBe 
affected tho decision of tho oourts in tho 
auib of Cooloy and Fitzstubbs. 

As to the non-accounting for the com- 
pany's moneyB. Evory account of expendi- 
ture of the moneys alluded to by Mr. Davio 
is either in tho company's books, handed to 
Captain McCallum, or is in possession of 
McCallum or hiB solicitors, with full 
details, and haB so boon for tho last 
four or fivo yoara. With Captain McCal- 
lum to watch aDd Mr. Davio to prosecute if 
oauao arose, is it likoly that ono dollar waB 
misappropriated or lost sight of? The in- 
sinuation that I had used tho company's 
money for othor than tho company's pur- 
poses was a privileged atatement, and if 
Mr. Davio will make it outaido his position 
in tho houao or ob couiibcI in oourt I will 
mako him provo hia worda or toko tho con- 
sequences. 

In tho case of Coolcy v. Fitzstubbs, the 
final accusation that 1 was in anyway inter- 
ested in this application is untrue in 



overy son8B. Neithor directly nor indirectly 
at present or in proBpeot havo I any claim or 
intereat in this application. 1 know, how- 
ever, full well and bo doeB tho Attorney- 
General, that if tho mining laws aro carriod 
out the "jumperB," as he call them, will 
succood on tho trial. Aa I said before, I 
never signed the 1892 lease, nor was I a 
party to it ; Mr. Davie know thiB, he knows 
tho company is dissolved and tho original 
grant is forfoitod, as ho himaolf eaid ; and I 
Bay again that it was only to annoy and 
further porBeoute mo that ho procured me 
to bo added to defend the 1892 lease. 

I have no kindness to thank the Attorney- 
Genoral for and never expeob to havo, but If 
ho had treated me like a gontloman or a man 
of any feoling at all ho would at the finale of 
tho oriminal trials he instituted have ac- 
knowledged his mistake— Baid that he had 
beon misled by the ovidenco on which ho 
had procooded — and then have to some 
extent repaired tho wrong ho may 
have unwittingly dono in carrying out a 
oourse ho deemed to bo a publio duty. I 
can only conolude by asking you to publish 
an editorial which appeared in the Colonist 
at tho time, and hope yet to have the op- 
portunity of stating my sido of the oase in 
public : — 

" ANOTHER ' NOL PROS.' " 

" The oonolueioa to which the cibo of 
" Regina vs. Johnson " came yesterday 
morning must havo been unsatiafaotory to 
all concerned. There had boen a good deal 
of talk about the oase and tho publio wero 
exceedingly desirous to seo the result of the 
trial. The ocoused, who hod beon put to a 
great deal of trouble and cxpenBO 
to obtain the evidence nooesaary to 
vindicate hia charaotor, expected to 
have tho opportunity of Bhowing 
to the world that thero woro no grounds 
for tho charge whioh had beon broughb 
against him, and ho must have beon griev- 
ously disappointed when the case for tho 
prosecution broke down at tho outBeb. 
Those who expeoted to soo tho charges 
sustained must havo boon astonished to see a 
" nol proa " entered before a ainglo word 
was said on tho morita of the caae. It is 
not often that a trial of what had becomo a 
cauao colebro comes to solamo and impotent 
a conclusion. Wo aro nob well enough 
acquainted with tho details of legal pro- 
cedure to Bay whothor or not tho obstaclo 
which prevented the caso from going on 
could huvo beon removed by propor caro and 
ordinary foresight, but to tho unprofessional 
observer it doeB Beom a small thing to pro- 
vent justioo boing dono to tho guilty or to 
deprive an innocent man of tho opportunity 
of proving to tho world that ho had boen 
falsoly uccuecd and hurehly treuted."
